(ame Reafons that you have, for fuppreifing 
what is moft admirable in the Adventures of 
your Life. 

Since it is your PJeafure, Madam, replied 
Sir George^ to h«ar my Ad>(jentures, I will re- 
count them as well as I am able myfelf, to 
the End that I may have an Opportunity of 
obliging you by doing fome Violence to my na- 
tural Modefty, which will not fufFer me to re- 
late Things the World have been pleafed to 
fpeak of to my Advantage, without fome little 
Confufion. 

Then, cafting down his Eyes^ he feemed to

have mpved from the Plape where I then ftood: 
But the fair Virgin, who had Tpied me at the 
fmall t)i(lance to which I wa$ retired, turned 
hafiily about, and flew away with extraordi- 
nary Swiftnefs^ 

When Love, now lending me Wings, whom 

Admiration had before made motionlefs, I per-

np^ idad %hp fe^M Defigns of my Enemies to 
d^Aroy .^(Vf: daunt mc in thp leaft: I ftill relied 
ujf^ tfee AUOancc I eKp.e^^; YxosS^^^^ 
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would fend to my Relief, and determined, if 
poffible, to prcferve my Life, till it arrived. 

I fought, therefore, with a Refolution, which 
aftoniflied my Enemies, but did not move them 
to any Regard for my Safety : And, obferving 
their brutal Gomm^ander, a few Paces from me, 
encouraging his Men, both with his Cries and 
Geftures, Indignation againfl this inhuman 
Wretch fo tranfported me out of my Difcrc- 
tk)n, that I quitted my Poft, in order to facri- 
ike him to my Revenge.

Notwithftanding this Remonfinincr) i re- 
peated my Requeft, promififig to be entirely 
governed by them for the &tore in what re- 
garded my Health, provided they would fatis^ 
oie in thofe Paitltuhrs : But my Attendant did 
not fo much as itply to thofe Importunities ;

Sydimirisy who flopt, and for a Moment 
eagerly gazed upon you, loft all of a fudden 
^he Fiercenefs which before had animated her 
againft you : And lifting up her Eyes to view 
thofe Men that carried you ; 

Are you fure^ faid (he to them, that this is 
-the Perfon who wounded my Brother ? 

Yes, Madam, replied one of them ; thismuft 
he he, iince there was no other in his Com- 
pany; and he alone fuftained the Attack of Five 
hundred Men ; and would probaUy not have 
'left one of them alive, had not his Sword, by 
^breaking, put it into our Power to take him 
Prifoner. 

Carry him away, &id Sydimirisi but let his 
Wounds be dreifed, and let him be carefully 
looked to, that, if my Brother dies, be may 
hepunifhed as he deferves. 

Pronouncing tbefe Words in a low and fel* 
terihg Voice, fhe turned her Eyes a fecond time

€0 declare myfelff and you ibpuld never have 
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known the Excefs of my Love and Defpair, bad 
not my Obedience to your Will obliged me to 
confefs it. 

I finiflied thefe Words with fo much Fear 
and Confufion, that I durft not lift my Eyes 
up to the fair Face of PhilonUe^ to obfcrve how

ftood well enough ; and found new Occafion of 
wondering at the Excefs of Arabella*^ Extra- 
vagance, who he never imagined would have ex- 
plained herfelf in that Manner to his Servant.

A F T E R a fbort Stay in the Room, Jra- 
^*^ bella exprefling a Defire to return home, 
Mr. GlanvUle conducted her out. Two Gentle- 
men of his Acquaintance attending Mifs Glan^ 
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villi^ Sir Charlit deealned them to Break&ft ;

Mifs GlanvUle had the Mortification to fee 
both the Gentlemen fo charmed with the Sight 
of her Coufin's Face, that for a long time (be 
fat wholly negleded ; but the Serioufneis of her 
Behaviour, giving fome little Difguft to the 
youngeft of them, who was what the Ladies 
call a pretty Fellow, a dear Creature, and the 
mo{t diverting Man in the World ; he applied 
himfelf wholly to Mifs GlanvilUy and foon en- 
gaged her in a particular Converfation.

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Efieft on his Audience, and altivays procured 
him a great Degree of Attention. 

This Gentleman hitherto had no Opportu- 
nity of difplaying his Knowledge of Hiftory, 
the Dtfcourfe having wholly turned upon News, 
and other Trifles; when Arabella^ after foftie 
more Enquiries concerning the Place, remark* 
ed, that there was a very grfeat Difference be- 
tween the medicinal Waters at Bath^ and the 
fine Springs at the Foot of the Mountain Ther* 
mopylde in Greece^ as well in their Qualities, as

Mr* Silvin^ who, with all his Reading, had 
never met with any Account of thefecelcoratcd 
Gr/ri0/z Springs, was extreme))^ dKconcerted at 
not being able to -continue a Convbr&tioh, 
which the Silcnce'of the reft 6f the Company 
made him imagine, was direfted wholly to 
him, » 

The Shame he conceived at feeing himfelf 
pofcd by a Girl, in a Matter which fo imme* 
diately belonged to him, nrade him refolve to 
drawhiithfelf out of this Diiemna at any Rate'; 
and, rhowgh he was far from being convinced, 
that there were no fuch Springs at Thermapyla: as 
^<»^^//tf mentioned ; yet he refolutely main- 
tained that (he mud be miftaken in their Situa« 
tionj for, to his certain Knowledge, there were 

no 
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no meikiiial Waters at the Foot of that Moqn- 
tain. 

Arshdh^ who oou)d noit endure to be con- 
tradi£ied in what ibe took to be fo inconteft- 
^bJe a FaA, rcddeiied with Vexation at fai$ uq- 
'«xpe6ied Denial. \ . 

. . It.fliould feem, faid {be, hj your Difcourf^, 
that you are uaacquaimed widi many material 
Jfzib^tSy that pafled among very iUuftrious 
Perfons diere ; and if you knew any thii^ of 
Ptjifir0(tus\h^ Athmian^ you would know, that 
an Adventure he h»d at tboTe &th8, kid the 
Foufidation of all thoic great Deftgna, which he 
afterwards eiFeSed, to Ihe total Subsrerfion of 
the Atifrrian GoverOmeiftt. 

Mx. SekHHy furprifed that this Piece of Hi- 
fiory had like wife efcaped his Obfervation, re- 
folved, however, not to give up his Point. 

I think, Madto, replied he, With great 
Self^fufficienciy, that I aai pretty well ac^quaint- 
.cd with ever]; thing which relates to the Af- 
feksoftbe iA^fif/an CofBfnonweatthi wd kiK^vr 
by wJut Steps Ftfifimins advaneed bhyiiblf to 
the Sovereignty. It was indeed a great Stroke 
of Policy in him, faid he, turning to Mr. Gkn- 
' xHky to wound hiflbfelf, in order to get a 
Guard afligned him. 

You are miftaken, Slr^fM jfrabiUay if you 
believe, there was any Truth in the Report of 
his having wounded himfelf : It was done, either 
by his Rival Lycurgut o?r Thtocrius ; who be- 
lieving him ftill to be in Love with the fiftir 
Cerintbe^ whom be courted, took that Way to 
get rid of him : Neither is it true, that Am- 
bition alone infpired Pififlraius ^ith a Defign of 

enflaving 
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jnflaving his Country : Thofc Authors who fay 
fa, muft know little of the Springs and Motives 
of his CondcrA. It was neither Ambition nor 
Revenge, that made him zA as he did ; it was 
the violent Affe£Konhfe conceived for the beau* 
tiful Cleorante, whom he firft faw at the famous 
Baths ofThermfpylay which put hhn u'pon thofc. 
Defigns ; for, feeing, that Lycurgm^ who was 
not his Rival in Ambition, but Love, woyld 
certainly become the PoflelTor of CUorantey un- 
lefs he made himfelf Tyrant of Athens^ be had 
Recourfe to that violent Method, in order to 
preferve her for himfelf. 

I proteA, Madam, faid Mr. Selvin^ cafting 
down hft Eyes in great Confufion at her fu- 
perior Knowledge in Hiftory, thefe Particu- 
lars have all efcaped my Notice \ and this is the 
firft time lever underilood, thit Pijijiratus'9fzs 
/iolently in Love ; and that it was not Ambi- 
:ion, which made him aijpire to Sovereignty* 

I do not remember any Mention of this in 
P'lutarchy continued he. Tubbing his Forehead, 
Dr any of the Authors Who have treated on the 
Affairs of Greece: 

Very likely, Sir, replied Arabella ; but you 
will fee the whole Story of Pijijlratus^s Love 
^or Clearante^ with the EfFe(Sls it produced, re- 
lated at large in Scudery, 

Scuderyy Madam ! faid the fage Mr. Sehuiriy 
[ never read that Hiftorian. 

No, Sir I replied Arabella^ then your Read- 
ing has been very confined. 

I know. Madam, faid he, that Hkrodotus^ 
Thucydides^ zvA Plutarch, have indeed quoted 
bim frequently. 
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I am furprifediSir, faidMr. GlanvilU^ who 
was exceffively diverted at this Difcovcry of 
his great Ignorance and AfFe^lation, that you 
have not read that famous Hiftorian ; efpecially, 
as the Writers you have mentioned quote him 
fo often. 

, Why, to tell you the Truth, Sir, faidhe; 
though he was a Roman \ yet it is objeSed to 
him, that he wrote but indifferent Latins with 
no Purity or Elegance ; and 

You are quite miftaken, Sir^ interrupted 
Arabella ; the great Scudery was a Frenchman ; 
and both his Clelia and Artamanes were written 
in French, 

A Frenchmar^ was he ? faid Mr, Selvin^ with 
a lofty Aif : Oh ! then, 'tis not furpuTing* 
that I have, not read him : I read no Authors, 
but the Antients, Madam, added he, with a 
Look of Self-applaufe ; I cannot relifh the Mo- 
derns at all : I have no Tafte for their Way of 
Writing. 

But Scudery muft needs be more ancient 
than Thucydides^ and the reft of thofe Grjek 
Hiftorians you mentioned, faid Mr. GlanvilU" 
How elfe could they quote him ? 

Mr. Selvin was here fo utterly at a Lofs, that 
he could not conceal his Confufton : He held 
down his Head, and continued filent ; while the 
Beau, who had liftened to the latter Part of their 
Difcourfe ; exerted his fuppofed Talent of 
Raillery againft the unhappy Admirer of the 
antient Authors ; and incre^fed his Confufioa 
by a thoufand Sarcafms, which gave more l)i- 
verfion to himfelf, than any Body elfe.

Raillery. 



M 



R, GlanvilUj who had too much Polite- 
nefs and Good-nature to irtfift too long 
upon the Ridicule in the Character of his Ac- 
quaintance, changed t^e Difcourfe : And Aro" 
beUoy who had obferved, with fome Concern, 
the ill-judged Raillery of the young Beau, took • 
Occafion to decry that Species of Wit; and 
gave it as her Opinion, that it was very dan- 
gerous and unpleafing. 

For, truly, faid (he, it is almoft impoflible 
to ufe it without being hated or feared ; and 
whoever gets a Habit of it, is in Danger of 
wronging all the Laws of Friendihip and Hu- 
manity. 

Certainly, purfued (he, looking at the Beau, 
it 18 extremely unjuft to railly one's Friends, and 
particular Acquaintance : Firft,choofethem well, 
and be as nice as you pleafe in the Choice ; but 
when you have chofen them, by no means play 
upon them : 'Tis cruel and malicious, to di- 
vert one's felf at the Expence of one's Friend. 
However, Madam, faid Mr. Glanville^ who 
was charmed to hear her talk fo rationally, you 
may give People Leave to railly their, Ene- 
mies. 

Truly, refumed Arabelloy I cannot allo^ 
that, any more than upon Friends \ fot'SLi^tt^ 
isibepoorcdkindofRcvenQ^ that catv>)^i^VL^tv \ 
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Methinks, it is mean to railly Perfons who 
have a fmall Share of Merit ; fiiice, haply, their 
Defeds were bom with them, and not of their 
own acquiring ; and it is great Injuftice to def- 
cant upon one:flight Fiuk in Men of PartSr to 
the Prejudice of a thoufaBd good Qualities. 

For aught I fee. Madam, faid the Beau, you 
will not allow one to railly any Body, 

I am of Opinion, Sir, faid JrabeUa^^ that 
there are very few proper ObjeAs for Raillery ^ 
and ftill fewer, who can railly well : The Ta- 
lent of Raillery ought to be born with a Per- 
fon i no Art can infufe it ; and thofe wdo en-^ 
deavour to railly in fpite of Nature,^ will be fo 
far from diverting others, that they will become 
the Objefls of Ridicule themfelves. 

Many other pleafing Qualities of Wit may 
be acquired by Pains and Study, but Raillery 
muft be the Gift of Nature : It is not enough 
to have many lively and agreeable Thoughts ; 
but there muft be fuch an Exprelfion, as muft 
conv^ their full Forcr and Meaning; the 
Air, the Afpefi, . the Tone of the V)pice,. aid 
•every Part in general, mud contfibute to its 
PerfeSion. 

There ought alfo to be a great DiAance be* 
tween JRaillery and Satire, fo that one may ne^ 
ver be miftaken for the other : Raillery ought 
indeed to furprife, and fenfibly touch, thofe to 
vrhom it is dir edted ; but I would not have the. 
Wounds it makes, either deep or lafHng : Let 
diofe who feel it, be hurt like Perfons, wboy 
:g^thering.Rofes^ are pricked by the Thorns, 
and find afweet Smell to make amends. 

I would 
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I would have Raillery raife the Fancy, and 
quicken the Imagination, the Fire of its Wit 
ihould only enable us to trace its Original, 
and fhine as the Stars do, but not burn. 
Yet, after all, I cannot greatly approve of 
Raillery, or ceafc to think it dangerous ; and, 
to purfue my Comparifon, faid Sie, with an 
inchanting Smile, Perfons who pofTefs the 
true Talent of Raillery, are like Comets ; th?y 
are feldom feen, and are at once admir'd ancf 
fearM. 

I proteft. Lady Bellas faid Sir Charles^ who 
had liften'd to her with many Signs of Admi- 
ration, you fpeak like an Orator. *^ 

One would not imagine, interrupted Mr., 
Glanvilhj who faw Arabella in fome Cbnfufion 
at the coarfe Praife her Uncle gave her, that 
my Coufin could fpeak fo accurately of a Qua- 
lity flie never pradifes: And 'tis eafy to judge 
by what (he has faid, that no body can railly' 
finer than herfelf, if flie pleafes. 

Mr. Selviriy tho' he bore her a Grudge for 
knowing more Hiftory than he did, yet afTur'd 
her, that (he had given the beft Rules rmagin* 
able for raillying well. But* the Be'au, whom' 
(he had filenc'd by her Reproof, was extremeljT 
angry; and, fuppoitng It would mortify htr to 
fee him pay Court to her Coufin, he redoubled 
his Affiduities to MKs GlanvtlUy who was highly 
delighted at (tting Arabella lefs taken Notice of 
by this gay Gentleman, than herfelf.

Arpffiz^d a ;t the great Siobpli^ity joi ArohMtt^ 
for fahexindeKftood ilt ; the Lady, I hefieye,. JB 
mat {o commuiakative : And ;to fay ibe Trutkp 
I AooU.not chofe to hqar her Adyentmiea from 
iierielf, fince (be certainly would fMppcefs the 
JBO ft material Circumftanoes. 

In a Word, fi^id ire, lowering bis Vpice^ 
That Lady was for naany Years the Miffrefii of 
a young milicar y Nc^leman, wfaom fhe iwas (o 
complatTant to fotlow ia all bis Campaigns^ 
Matches^ Sieges, and every Inconvoiienoy of 
War: He married her in Gihraltary hojtn 
whence he is lately arriv'd, and introduce his 
new Lady to bis noble Brother,, by whom ibe 
was not unfavourably ^eceiv'd. 'Tis worth 
remarking, that this fame haughty Peer thought

hemarry'd her in a few Weeks, and foon after 

brought her to England. 

Such was the Origin of this fantaftick Lady ; 
whofe infupportable Pride and ridiculous Af- ' 
fe^tion, draws C6ntempt and Averfion where- ^ 
ever (he appears. 

Did I not tell you. Madam, interriq;)ted 
Mr. GlanvilUy that the Amufement you had 
chofe was not fo innocent as Dancing ?

what to avoid. In a Word, one ou^ to be 
always incited, the other alwafs vf#raii»'d. 

I vow. Lady BelU^^ fud Mifs Glanwlle^ 
you'd make one think one caode hepe to hear a 
oermon ; you are fo very^ave, and taik upon 
fuch high^fiowo Subje&s. What darm was 
there in what Mr. Tinfd was teUtng »s ? It 
«fDiild be hasd indeed, if one mieht not divert 
•ne^a felf with other Peoples Faults. 

I am afraid, ^4ifs, faid Arabella^ thofe who 
can diiKert tbeoiiclvcs with the Faults of others, 
are not behind hand in affording Diverfion.

Forlttftaitce, I hopM* f o baveheard imitaled 
ifhe fublhne Gbttrage ofa-OV/r;?, who, tofa¥e 
her Honouf from the Atfena^s of the tmpious 
Tarquin^ Mpt intc the River Tyker, and fwam 
to the othferSidej or the noble Referlation of 
the mcomparable Condace^ who, to efeape ^t

I ceuM never k^e tmagtaed, interrupfsed 
Mr. Tir^ furveyiog JraktUoy tbu a Lady to 
elegant and gay in her own Appearance^ ftould 
faave an Avenfion to Hleafiiceaod Magnificence.

^anCQ (Qi the * Embroidery on his Coat, bat to 
,|M8 high a«d noble Air, the Grandetnr of his 
Courage, tb« Elevsition of his Sentiment, and 
the mariy beiroick Adlons he has perform'd. 

Supb a Man will dreTs his Perfon widi a 
^»cefui Sisiplicity, a^i lavtQi all his Gold and 
J^broidery upon his Armout, to render hhn 
omfpicuoim in the E^r of BatilQ. The PhifDOB 
in bis Heimiet mil iook mote gc&cefnl in the 

Field, 
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Field, than the Feather in his Hat at a Ball ; 
and Jewels blaze with more Propriety on his 
Shield and Cuirafs in Battle, than glittering on 
his Fingjicr in aDanpe. 

Do not imagme^ however, purfued fhe> that 
I sbfciuttly condemn Dancing, and think it a 
X)iver{ion whoHy unworthy of a Hero.

Ih which our Heroine jufiijies her own 
Notions by fome very illuflrious Ex- 
amples. 

MR. Sehin and Mr. Tln/eJj who had liflcn'd 
attentively to this Difcourfe of Jra- 
biHa^ took Leave as foon as it was ended, 
and went away with very different Opinions 
of her. . ) 

Mr. Tinfel declaring (he was a FooU and had 
no Knowledge of the World, and Mr. Sdvin 
convinc'd flie was a Wit, and very learn'd in 
Aatiquity. 

Certainly, (aid^Mr. S</x/i»^ ii^ Support of his 
Opinion,, the Lady has great judgoient ; has 
;1>een capable of prodigi9us Application, as is

That Princefe, 
defcended from a Race of Heroes, whofe he- 
roick Virtues all glowed in her own beauteous 
Bread ; tbftt Princefs, who, when taken Cap- 
tive with the King her Father^ bore her Impri- 
fonment and Chains with a marvellous Con- 
ftancy \ and who, when (he had enflaved her Con- 
queror, and given Fetters to the Prince who 
held her Father and herfelf in Bonds, nobly 
refus'd the Diadem he profer'd her, and devoted 
herfelf to De(lru£lion, in order to puniih the 
Enemy of her Houfe. I am not able to relate 
the reft of her Hiftory, feeing I have read no 
further my felf J but if you will be pleafed to 
fit down and liften to me while I read what re- 
mains, I am perfuaded you will find new Caufe 
to love and admire this amiable Princefs.

The Method which the great Artamefies took 
to let the Princefs of Media knotv hc^ adored 
her, was not lefs refpeftful. This valiant Prince, 
who had long loved her, being to fight ^ great 
Battle^ in which he had fome fecref rrefages he 
(hould fail, which however deCeivM hifli, wrote 
a long Letter to the divine Matiddna^ whereiA 
he difcover'd his Pafiion, and the ^efolution his 
Refped had infpir'd him with,, to confame lA

Hepi^fcnts her the Letter, which (he makei 
no Scruple to receive, finte the Writer is no 
mote. She reads it, and her whole Soul is 
Incited wMi Compaflion ; flic beWafls bis Fate 
#ith the tttoft tcnd-er and affeftioilate Marks of 
Grief. 

Het Confidant asks Why (hte is f6 mx^ch af- 
fieifted, finfce trt all Probability, ftre would ndt 
have pardon'd him for loving her, had he beeit 
aKve?

ever any Fate fo terrible as mine — Was ever 
Beauty fo fatal— Was eyer Rigour fo lUaforiUi- 
n^te — How will the Qukt of my future J3ay3 
be difturbed by the fad Remembrance of a Man 
whofe Death was caufed by my Difdain t^ But 
why, refum'd flie after a little Paufe — Why 
I thus afHid myfelf for what has happened by 
unavoidable Neceffity ? Nor am I fingvilar in 
the Misfortune which has befallen me — Did not 
the fad Perintbus die for the beautiful Pamb^-" 
Did not the Rigour of Barjina bring the mife- 
rable Oxyatres to the Grave — And the Severity 
of Statira make Oreondatis fall upon his Sword

MI &S G/!7m;/7^9^hofe£nvy and Diflike 
of her lovdy Coufm was heigbten'd by 
faer Su|pcions that (he difpirted with her the 
Po£effion of Sir Georgia Heart, ibe having 
been long in reality a great Admirer of that gay 
Gentleman, was extremely delighted with the 
Ridicule her abfvird Behaviour had drawn upon 
her at Baih^ which ibe found by En^iry was 
thro' Mr. TinfeH Reprefentation grown almoft 
general. 

In order therefore to be at Liberty to go to the 
Publick Places un-eclips'd by the fuperior Beau* 
ty of Arabella^ ihe acquainted her Father and

The celebrated Countefs of be- 
ing then at Bath, approach'd a Circle of thefe 
f<ur Defamers, and liftning a few Moments to

Her Skill in Poetry, 
Painting, and Mufick, tho' inconteitably great, 
was number'd among the leaft of her Accom- 
plifhments. Her Candour, her Swectnefs, her 
Modefty and Benevolence, while they fecur'd

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perior f!o l^aife, aii<f tAzde the one as unnecef- 
farv as the other itieiltdQah 

She had been a Witnefs of the Surprize 
jtrabella*s extraordinary Appearance had occa- 
fion'd, and ftruek with that as well as the un- 
common Charms of hcfPerfon, had preftncaf 
her withfeveral others of the Company, whcit 
(he was difcourfing in the Manner we have re- 
lated. 

A Pcrfon of the Countefs's nice Difcern- 
ment could not fail of obferving the Wit and 
Spirit, which tho* obfcorM, was not abfi> 
lutely hid under the Abfurdity of her No- 
tions. And this Discovery adding Efteem to 
the Compaflion flie fek for the fair Vifionary, 
(he fefolv'd to refcue hef from the ill-natur'd 
Raillery of her Sex; praifmg therefore her 
Underftanding, and the Beautv of her Perfon 
with a Sweetnefs and Generolity peculiar to 
herfelf, (he accounted id the moft delicate 
Manner imaginable for the Singularity of hef 
Notions, from her Studies, her Retirement, hef 
Ignorance of the World, and her lively Ima^ 
gination. And to ^bate the Keennef^ of theft 
Sarcafm^, acknowledged, that fhe herfelf had, 
when veiy young, been deep read in Roman* 
ces ; and but for an eaily Acquaintance with 
the World, and being diredled to other Studies, 
was likely to have b^en as much a Heroine as 
Lady Bella, 

Mifs Glanvittey tho' tttt was fecretly vex*d at 
this Defence of her Coufm, was however under 
a Neceflity of feeming oblig'd to the Countefs 
for it : And that Lady expreiling a Defire to be 

acquainted with "L^iAj B<Ua^ >iM^ GCotwtV/* 
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refpcAfuUy offer'd to attend her Coufln to her 
Lodgings, which the Countefs Its refpeftfully 
declined, faying, As Lady Bella was a Stranger, 
file Would make her the firft Vi&t.

I think myfelf extremely fortunate, replied 
Artibella^ \tt that I have (tho' qutftionlefs urt- 
defervedly) acquir'd the Amity of this lovely 
Perfon ; and I beg you, purfued flie to Mifs 
Glqnville^ to tell her, that I long with Impa* 
tience to embrace her, and to give her that 
Share in my Heatt whfch her tranfcertfdent Me- 
rit deferves. 

Mifs Gltiftvillt only bbW'd her Head in An- 
fwer to this Requeft, giving her Brother at the 
feme Time a fignificaFnt Leer j who tho* ufcd 
fo Arahdlct\ Particularities, could not help be- 
ing a little confounded at the heroic Speech 
file bad mnde.

Pardon me. Madam, reply 'd y/roh/la^ I can)* 
not be of your Opinion. The Princefs of Par^ 
thia may indieed jtiftly bt ranked among, the 
Nofnber of unforCuhate Perfons, Bit flic can 
by no me^s dtfpute the melancholy rrecedencf 
miAithe divine Chopatra-^YoT in hue. Madam, 
what £^||iHiid the Princefs of Partbia MFer 
which tit £»ii^ diopatrm did nOt likewift ei»* 
durcy and fome of them hafrfy in a greater De^ 
gree ? If RU/a by the tyNUinical Authority of 
the King hier Fathet^, faov herfelf upon ihe PcMnt 
of becoming th« Wife of a Priilce flie detefled^ 
WBB not the beautiful Datighter of Antony^ by 
the moremijuitifiabkTy vanniy ^/A^tt/Arj^ltkelf 
to^ be foreeil into tht ^ms o^ TyStrims^ a proitd 
and cruel Prince^ who wat odious to the whole 
World a^ well at t& her f If £^ was* fbr fomt 
ffane in the PbWer oi^ Pyra^s,. war not CJ/^^ 
/^/irtf Captive to an inhuman King.^ wht> pFr*> 
fented bis Sword to the fair £reaft of tkai dt« 
vine Princefs worthy the Adoratio* of the 
whole Earth ? And in fine, if Elifa had the 
Grief to fee l|sr dear Artahan impriibn'dby the 
Order of Augufiutf Cltaputra beheld wii?h mor- 
X^ Agonies, her bebved C^rieldmis indos'd 
ami^ift the Gmards of that enrag'd Prince^ and 
doom'd to a cruel Death* 

'Tis certain, Madam, reply'd the Countcfs^ 
that the Misfortunes of both thefe PrinceiTes 
were v^y great, tho' as you have fhew'd me 
with' fome Inequality : And when one refie£t$ 
lipoil the das^gorous MN^iAMte» V^ vrl^ich Per- 
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Tons of their Qualitj were expos'd iiv thofe 
Times, one cannot help rejoicing ihat we live 
in an Age in which the Cuftomsy Manners^ 
Habits, and Inclinations differ fo widely from

Such is tp ftran^ A her a tio n of Things, drat 
(uglfi People I dare fay at prefent, cannot be per- 
4|pded to believe there ev^fvi^re PrincefTes wan- 
lilring thro' the World by Land and Sea in mean 
Difguifes, carry^d away violently out of their Fa- 
ther's DominioAs by infdlent LcJvers — ^Some 
ftfcovct'd ileepbgiiiForefts, other ihipx^reck'd 
on defolate Iflands, confiA*d in Caftltsy baand 
in Chariots, and evenftniggling amidftthe tem- 
pteffiioiui Wavts of tht Sea^ hito Which they 
badoUl themfeltNMr to cnrdd the brutal Force of 
their Ravifliei^ Ndf dne of thO^ TfAap htiv^ 
idg happened widiifi the Comp;^ of fet^ral 
thoufand Yelfs, Pedple vaikttrrfS iff Aittiquity 
wottM b« ape to deea^ thefti idte T^k^, him,^ 
probable do they appear at p^efeilt. 

Arshilk^ thfo' greatly furpri^'d at this Dif- 
courfe, did not thklk proper fo exprefs hef 
Thoughts of il. She wais unwilfing to appear 
abfolutely ignorant of the prefent Guffoms ol 
the World, befojie^ a Lady whofe good Optaion 
fhe WM ardently defirous of idi^proving. Her 
Prepiofl^eiEiites m fanroiir of the Counted made 
her recerve the new Lights (he held oift t^ her 
with RefpeS, tho' not wkhoat Doubt and Ir- 
refolution. Her Blulhes, her Silence, and 
dow^-caft Eyes gave the Countefsto ui^derftand 
Part of her Thoughts ; who for fear of risrrnil*- 
inghcr too much for thatTitae^ ftt^a^W^ti 
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Subject, and turning the Cbnverfation on others 
more general, gave Arabella an Opportunity of 
mingling in it with that Wit and Vivacity 
which was natural to her when Romances 
were out of the Queftion.

And when I tell you, purfued fhe with a Smile, 
that I was born and chriften'd, had a ufeful 
and proper Education, received the Addreffes of 

my Lord through the Recommendation 

of my Parents, and marry 'd him with their 
Confents and my own Inclination, and that 
fince we have liv'd in great Harmony together, 
I have told you all the material Pafiages of my 
Life, which iipon Enquiry you will find differ 
very little from thofe of other Women of the 
fame Rank, who have a moderate Share of 
Senfe, Prudence and Virtue. 

Since you have already. Madam, replied 
Arabella blufhing, excus"d me for the Liberty 
took with you, it will be unnecef&ry to tell 
5u it was grounded upon the Cuftoms of an- 
ent Times, when Ladies of the higheft Rank 
and fublimeft Virtue, were often expos'd to a 
Variety of cruel Adventures which they im- 
parted in Confidence to each other, when 
Chance brought them together. 

Cuftom, faid the Countefs fmilingjchanges the 
very Nature of Things, and what was honour- 
able a thoufandYcars ago, mayprobably be look'd 
upon as infamous now — A Lady in the heroic 
Age you fpeak of, would not be thoueJ\t to ^of- 
feS any great Share of Merits vt ftit Vadi xvciit 
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been many times carried away by one or other 
of her infdient Lovers: Wliereas a Beauty in 
this could not pais thro* the Hands of feveral 
ctiiFerent Ravilhers, without bringing an loipu* 
tation on her Chaftity. 

The fame Aflions which made a Man a 
Hero in thofe Timest would conftitute him a 
Murde;rer in Thefe — And the feme Steps which 
led him to a Throne Then, would infallibly 
condu6l him to a Scaffold Now. 

But Cuftom, Madam, faid Arabella^ cannot 
poflibly change the Nature of Virtue or Vice: 
And fince Virtue is the chief Chara^eriftic of 
a Hero^ a Hero in the lafl Age will be a Hero 
in this — Tho' the Natures of Virtue or Vice 
cannot be changed, replied the Countef?, yet 
they may be miftalcen ; and different Princi- 
ples, Cuftoms, and Education, n^ay probably 
change their Names, if not their Natures. 

Sure, Madam, hid Jrabella a little moved, 
you do not intend by this Inference to prove « 
Oroondatest jfrtaxerxes^ Juha^ Jrtabaity and the 
other Heroes of Antiquity, bad Men ? 

Judging them by the Rtrles of Chriftianity, 
and our prefent Notions of Honour, Juftice, 
and Humanity, they certainly are, replied the 
Countefs. 

Did they not poffefs all the neceffary Quali- 
£cations of Heroes, Madam, faid Arabella^ and 
each in a fuperlative Degree ? — Was not their 
Valour invincible, their Generofity unbounded, 
^nd their Fidelity inviolable? 

It cannot be denied, faid the Countefs, but 
that their Valour was uvvlucible \ and many 
thoufend Men lets cowus^ovii^>iiwv^i»,Tsji€w^> 
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f^lt the fatal ESeSts of that invincible Valotn^ 
which was peppetuaHy feeking ^er Occafions 
to exert itfelf. Oro^mdates gave many extraor- 
<kniry Proofs of that unbounded Generoiity {& 
natural to the Heroes of his Time. This Prince 
being fent by the King }m Facher, at the Head 
of an Army, to oppofe the Ptrfian Monarch, 
who had unjui^ly invaded his Domfnions, and 
was deftroying the Lives and Properties of his 
Subjeds; having -taken the Wives and Daugh- 
ters ofhis. Enemy Prtfoners, had by thefe Means 
an Opportunity to put a Period to a War fo 
deftrudlive to'iiis Country : Yet out of a Ge- 
nerofit^ truly heroic, he released them imriie- 
dtately widtiout any Conditions ; and faUing in 
Love with one oif thofe Princefles, fecretly 
qmtted his Father's Court, refided feveral Years 
in that of the Enemy of his Father and Coun- 
try, engaged himfelf to his Daughter, and when • 
the War broke put again between the two 
Kings, fought furioufly againft an Army in 
which €h^ King his Father was in Perfon, and 
{bed the ^iood of his ^ufe Subje^ without 
R^nforfe ; tho* each of ^hofe Subjefts, we are 
told, would have facrific'd his Life to (ave that 
of their Prince, fo much was he belov'd. 
Such are the Anions whieh immortalize the 
Heroes of Romance, and are by the Authors 
of thofe Books ftyl'd glorious, godlike, and di- 
vine. Vet judging of them asChriftians, we 
(ball And ^em impious and bafe, and diredljr 
oppofite to our pr^ent Notions of moral and re- 
Utive Duties. 

*Tis certain therefore. Madam, added the 
Counted with a Smile^ that what was Virtue la 
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thofe Days, b Vice in ours : And to form a 
Hero according to our Notions of 'em at pre- 
fent,*tis neceiTary to give him Qualities very dif- 
ferent from Oroondates. 

The fecret Charm in the Countenace, Voice, 
and Manner of the Countefs, join'd to the 
Force of her Reafoning, could not fail of mak- 
ing fome Impreffion on the Mind oi Arahtlla^ 
but it was fuch an Impreffion as came far ihort 
of Conviction.

Ad's-heart 
what a deal of StufF did (he talk about 1 A 
Parcel of Herues as (he calls them, with con- 
founded hard Names — ^In my Mind (he is more 
likely to make Lady Bella worfe than better, 

Mr. Glanvtlle J a little vex'd at his "Father's 
Mif-apprehenfion, endeavour'd with as mu<^ 
i)elicacy as he could, to fethim right with Re- 
gard to the Countefs ; fo that he brought him 
at laft to confefs (he managed the Thing very 
well. 

The Countefs, who had rcfoly'd to tal^e

The Seafon for Vauic-Hall being not yet over, 
Ihe was defirous of once feeing a Place, which 
by the Defcription (he had heard of it, greatly 
rcfembled the Gardens of Z,«rtt//aj at Rome^ in 
which the Emperor, with all the Princes and 
Princefl'cs of his Court were fo nobly entertain'd, 
and where fo many gallant Converfations had 
pafs'd among thofe admirable Perfons. 

The Singularity of her Drefs, for . (he was 
cover'd with her Veil, drew a Number of 
Gazers after her, who preft round her with fo 
little Refpedl, that (he was greatly embarrafs'd, 
and had Thoughts of quitting the Place, de- 
lightful as (he own'd it, immediately, when her 
Attention was wholly engrofs'd by an Adven- 
ture in which flie foon injerefted herfelf very ' 
deeply. 

An Officer of Rank in the Sea Service had 
brought his Mif^refs difguisM in a Suit of Man's 
or rather Boy's Cloaths, and a Hat and Fea- 
ther, into the Gardens.

Oh Heav'ns ! cry*d ArabiUa^ this muft ccr- 
^tainly be a very notable Adventure. The Lady 
has doubtlefs fome extraordinary Circumftances 
in her Story, and haply upon Enquiry, her Mis* 
fortunes will be found to refemble thofe which 
obliged the beautiful Afpafia to put on the fame 
Difguife, who was by that Means murder'dby 
the cruel Zenodtrus in a Fit of Jealoufy at the 
Amity his Wife exprefs'd for her.

Mr. Glanvittf was ftruck dumb with Confu- 
(ion at this ftrange Speech, and at the Whifpers 
and Scoffs it occafionM among the Spe£kators. He 
attempted to take hold of her Hand, in order to 
lead her away, but &e difengag'd herfelf from 
him with a Frown of Difpleafure ; and taking 
no Notice of Mifs GJanville^ wha whlC^^t'd

Fair Maid, faid ArahtUa^ taking her Hand, 
Jet us quit this Place, where your Difcovcry 
may probably fubjed you to more Dantters : If 
you will be pleased to put vourfelf into my Pro* 
tedion, and acquaint me with the Hiftory of 
your Misfortunes ; I have Interelb enough with 
a valiant Perfon whoihall undertake to free you 
from your Perfecutions, and reeftablifli the 
Jlepofe of your Life. 

The kneeling Hero, who as well as every 
•neelie that were prefent, had gaz'd with Afto- 
niihment at Arabella during all this PafTage, 
perceiving ihe was about to rob him of the dif- 

tuis'd Fair, feiz'd hold of the Hand (he had at 
liberty, and fwore he would not part with her. 
Mr. GlanvtlU almoft mad with Vexation, 
endeavoured to get Arabella away. 

Are you mad. Madam, faid he in aWhifper, to 
make all this Rout about a Proftitute ? Do you fee 
how every Body ftares at you ? What will they 
think— ^ or Heav'ns fake let us be gone.

You feem to be difturb'd, Sir, faid Arabella 
^ little furpriz'd at his peevifll Tone : Is there 
any Thing in this Adventure which concerns 
you i ^fey5 now I remember, you did not of- 
fer to (£9end the Beautiful Unknown. I am 
not willing to impute your In-a(^ion upon fuch 
an Occafion, to Want of Courage or Genero- 
fity ; perhaps you are acquainted with her Hi- 
ftory, and from this Knowledge refused to en- 
gage in her Defence.

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thee, and how much and how earneftly have I 
defir'd ihee ! 

Oh Lord ! oh Lord ! cry'd Mr. Glanville 
hardly fenfible of what he faid. Was there ever 
any Thing fo intolerable j* 

You pity the unhappy i/^m-W, Sir? faid 
jlrabella interpreting his Kxcla uacion her own 
Way. Indeed {he is well worthy of your Com- 
paiHon. And if the bare Recital of the Words 
fhc utter'd at receiving her Death's Wound af- 
fe£b you fo much, you may guefs what would 
have been your Agonies, had you been Demt" 
trius that gave it her. 

Here Mr. Glanville groaning aloud thro' Im- 
patience at her Abfurdities 

This Subjeft afFe^is you deeply, I perceive, 
faid Arahelta, There is no Queftion but you 
would have aded in the fame Circumftance, as 
Demetrius did : Yet let me tell you, the Ex- 
travagancy of his Rage and Defpair for what 
he had innocently committed, was imputed to 
him as a great Imbecillity, as was alfo the vio- 
lent Paffion he conceiv'd foon after for the Fair 
Deidamia, You know the Acident which 
brought that fair Princefs into his Way. 

Indeed, I do not. Madam, faid Glanville 
peeviflily. 

Well, then I'll tell you, faid Arabella^ but 
paufmg a little : 

The Recital I have engag'd myfelf to make, 
added (he, will neceffarily take up fome Hours 
Time, as upon Reflexion I have found : So if 
you will difpenfe with my beginning it at pre- 
fent, I will fdtisfy your Curiofiiy To-morrow, 
when I may be able to purfue it without Inter- 
ruption.

Ah ! Anamenet^ whom I to my Misfortune 
have too much loved, and whom to my Mis- 
fortune I fear I (hall never fufficiently hate, 
fince that Heav'n and thy cruel Ingratitude hath 
ordain'd that thou (halt never be mine, and that 
fo many fweet and dear Hopes are for ever 
taken from me, return me at lead*, ungrateful 
Man, return me thofe Teflimonies of my in- 
nocent AfFe6iion, which were fometimes fo 
dear and precious to thee. Return me thofe 
Favours, which all innocent as they were, are 
become Criminal by thy Crime. Return me. 
Cruel Man, return me thofe Reliques of my 
Heart which thou detained in Defpight of me, 
and which, notwith (landing thy Intidelity, I 
cannot recover. 

Here her Tears interrupting her Speech, 
Arabella being impatient to know the Hiflory 
of this affli£bd Perfon, came foftly round to

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Lofs of Blood. His Habit being very rich, I 
concluded by that he was of no mean Quality:

This Letter he fent by RoMrsy whiich Jra- 
hilla condefcended to read, but would return no 
Anfwer. 

Mr. GlanvilU then mounting his Horfe, 
which Roberts had grder'd tQ be got ready, rode 
away> and leaving \\\m at a Houfe he fometimes 
put up at, return'o on Foot, and was let in bjr 
Mr. Robiru at the Garden-door, and condufied 
unfeen to his Chamber.

intrcated his Softer to fend ft)f pf Oper Affiftancef 
fifear ChdfUsj faid he, you ire too kind, I have 
us^'d you very ill, 1 haVc ddfdf ved my Death frorti 
your Hand— Vou feno^ riot M^hat I have heett 

bafe enough to pfa6fife againft you -If I Can 

bbt live to clear youf InnoeetiCe to IjiiySellUy 
and free you from the Colffequeflces of thi& 
Adion, I (hall die fetisfy'd— 
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His Strength failing him at tbefe Words, he 
fainted away in Mr. Gianville's Arms ; who tho* 
now convinced of hisTreachery, was extremely 
ihock*d at the Condition he faw him in. 

Mifs Glanvilii renewing her Tears and Ex- 
clamations at this Sight, be was obltg'd to lay 
Sir George gently upon the Ground, and ran t6 
find out fom^hpdy to fend for a Surgeon, and 
Co help him to convey him into the Houfe.

Let no falfe Civility reftrain your Adnio-' 
nitions. Let me know this Evil which can) 
ftrike a good Man with Ilorror, and which I

I cannot fuppofc that a Man of your Ordef 
would be alarm'd at any other Miferythan GuUil 
Nor will I think fo mesinly of him whofe Di- 
rection I have intreated, as to imagine he carl 
think Virtue unhappy, however overwhelm'd 
by Difafters or Oppreffion. 

Keep me therefore no longer in Sufpence : I 
cxped you will exert the Authority of you# 
Fundion, and 1 promife you ott my Part> Sin^ 
cerity and Submiiiion. 

The good Man was rtbw compleatly embar-' 
rafs'd ; he faw hi^ Meaning miliaken, but was* 
afraid to explain it, left he fbould feem to pay 
Court by a cowardly Retradtion : He therefore 
paus'd a little, and Arabella fuppofed he was- 
ftudying for fuch Expreffions as might convey 
Cenfure without Offence. 

Sir^ faid Ihe, if you are not yet fatisfy'd of 
my WilMngneis to hear your Reproofs, kt me 
evince my Docility, by rnti^atibg yoti to con- 
fidcr yo\lr(b]f a^ difpetis'd from atl Ceremokiy 
upon this Occaffon.

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Mankind ^ and though contemplating the ab- 
flra£led Idea of poflible Fcl city, f thought that 
even You might be produc'd as an fnftance that 
it is not attainable in this World, I did not 
impute the Imperfedion of your State to 
Wickednefs, but intended to obferve. That 
though even Virtue be added to external Ad* 
vantages, there will yet be fomething wanting 
to Happinefs. 

Whoever fees you. Madam,. will immedi- 
ately fay. That nothing can hinder you fron* 
being the happieit of Mortals, but Want of 
Power ,to underftand your own Advantages. 
And whoever is admitted to your Converfation, 
will be convinc'd that you enjoy all that Intel- 
lectual Excellence can confer j yet I fee you 
barrafs'd with innumerable Terrors and Per- 
plexities, which never difturb the P^ace of Po' 
verty prj Ignorance.

^uurTelf : Why theii fhould you hope that it 
will deceive me ? »; 

Thd hi.vfs of Conference require that the 
Terms of theQueftion and Anfwer be the fame; 

I ask, if I had hot Caufe to be frighted ? Why 
then am I anfwer'd that no Injury was intended? 

Human Beings cannot penetrate Intentioa<^ 
nor regulate their ConduS.but by exterior 
Alppearanccs. And fufely there was fuificient 
Appearance of intended Injury, and that the 
gr^ateft which my Sex can fuffer. 

Why, Madanx, faid the DoAor, (hould you 
ftill penfift in (o wild an AiTertion ? 

A coarfe Epithet, faid 'Arabella^ is no Con- 
futation* It refts upon you to fhew, That 
in giving Way to my Fears, even fuppofihg 
themgroundkfs, I departed from the Character 
ofa reafonablePerfon.

You win pardon me, Sir, feid ArabtHa^ ifl 
recur to your own Prindples: 

You aHow that Experience may be gain'fl 
by Books : And certainly there is no Part of 
Knowledgie m which we are obHg'd to truft 
*thcm more thati in DefCrfptive Geography. 

The moft rcftlefs Adtivity in the longeft Life, 
can ftrrvey but a fmaFl Part of the habitable 
Olobe : And die reft can only be known from 
the Report of others. 

Univerfal Negatives are feldom fafe, and are 
leaft to be albw'd when the Difputes are about 
Objedls of Senfe ; where one Po fit ion cannot 
be inferred from another. 

That there is a Caftk, any Man who hali 
feen it may fafely affirm. But you tannot ^th 
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equal Reafon, oiabtain that there is noCafikf 
becuufe you have not feen it. 

Why (houid I imagine tliat the Face of the 
Earth is alterM fince We Time of thofe He- 
roines, who expcrienc'4 fo mwy Changes of 
.uncouth Captivity f ^ 

Caftles indeed, are the Works of Art,; and 
are therefore fubjed to Decay. But Lakes, and 
Caverns, and Defarts, rauft always remain. 

A^d why, fince vou call for Inilances, fhould 
I not dread the Misfortunes which happen'd to 
.the divine CUlia^ who was carry'd to one of

others I could mention. 

To the Names o^ many of thefe illuftrious 
Sufferers I am an abfolute Stranger, replied the 
Dodtor. 

The reft I faintly remember fome Mention 
of in thofe contemptible Volumes, with which 
Children are fometimes injudicioufly fuffer'd to 
amufe their Imaginations ; but which I little 
cxpe&ed to hear quoted by your Ladyfhip in a 

ferious Difccurfe.

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And though I am very far from catching 
Occafuns of Reicntmetit, yet I think myfelf 
ftt Liberty to obferve. That if I merited y( ur

From thbfe Books, Sir^ hid ArnhtUny which 
you coQdemn with fo much Ardour^ though you 
acknbWkflge yourfelf Itfile 'acquainted with 
:them, I have learnt not to recede from the Con^ 
diti'ons I have granted^ andiihaU rfot therefore 
cenfkrre the Licence of^ur Language^ which 
dances from the fir^i^ ..r»/>n rhe Rsadtrsr -^ 

- T-hefe diooks, Sir, ihu^ coitulx'r^ thu^i a^fbrd, 
thus dangerous alike to the Intellcd and Mo- 
rals, I have read y and that 1 hope Witlioiit In- 
jury to my Judgment, or my Virtue. 

The Dbd'or, whofe Vthemence had hin- 
dcr'd him from difcovering all the Confequen- 
ces of his Pofinon, now found himfelf entan* 
gled, and reply'd \h a fubmiflive Tone, 
' Lconfefs, Madam, >n>y Wiords imply an 
Accufation very remote from my Intention. 

It has always beeri th^ Rule of my Life, not 
to ']utti\'y any Words or ^ Actions becaufe they 
are mine. . ■ ' . . 

I ^m afham'd of my Negligence, I am forry 
fur my.VVarmtb,..and intrcat your Lidyfhip to

The Relpai^ation, Sir, h\d Arabitia fmiling, 
•over- balances the Offence^, and by thus daridg t^ 
own you . ba^e been ia the Wrong, you havfe 
f ais'd in me a much bigher Efteem lor you. 

Yet I wtlLnotpaixkhi yo\i, added {he, withoul 
enjoining you ia PecnuKe ifor the Fault yo« own 
you t)a>AE cboiiliitted ; and this Penance ihall

Authors theCe Writings are afcrib'd ? 

To the French Wits of the laft Century, 
faid Arabella, 

And i^ what Diftance, Madam, aretheFad^s 
nelat^d in them from^he Agte df the Writer ? 

I was never exa^t in my Computation, re- 
plied Arabella j but I think mo ft of the Events 
^appen*d about two thoufand Years ago^ 

How then. Madam, refum'd the Doftor^ 
could thefe, Eventis be fo minutely known to 
Writers foJar remote from the Time in. which 
ihe^ happened \ ^ B\f 
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3y.']^ef^rd6^ Mommeni^ Memoirs, and 
Hiftorics^ anfwered the Lady. 

But by what Accident^ then, faid the Doctor 
Gipiling, did it happen thefe Recprds aod Mor 
Duments were kept uoiverfally fecret to Man<- 
kind till tbe 1^ Century ? 

What brought all the Memoirs of the remot^i 
eftNajtipn^andearlieft Age&onlytoJ^nst/rrtf .? , 

Wh^re, were, they, hidden that none couldi 
confult them but a few obfeure Authors ? '* 
An4 whither are they n(H¥; vani&ed again 
tb^l tbey can be found no more ? 

Arahdla having fat filent a while, told him. 
That fbe found his Queftions very difficult to bei 
anfwer'd ;. and that though perhaps the Authors 
themfelve&couldhave told whence tbey borrow-' 
^ tbfiic Mitterials^ Aie {hould not at prefent re-* 
quire any other Evidence of the firft Ailertion : 
Sut allow.'d him-tafuppofethem Fi£lion$,and' 
requir'd now that he ihould fhew them to be 
abfurd. 

Your Lady&ip, returned he, has, I find, too* 
mucbUnderilanding toftruggleagainft Demon* 
ftra/tion, and too, much Veracity to deny your 
Convictions ; therefore fome of theArgumentS' 
by which I intended to (hew the Falflbood of 
thefe Narratives may be now ufed to prove 
their Abfurdity. 

You grant them. Madam, to be FiSions ? 
Sir, interrupted Arahilla eagerly. You are> 
again infringing the Laws of DJfputation. 

You are not to confound a Soppofition of 
which I allow yoi only the prefent Ufe, with 
an unlimited and irrevocable Conceffion. 
I am too weH acquainted with my own Weak- 
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ncfs to conclude an Opinion falfe, merely be- 
caufe I find myfelf unable to defend it. 

But I am in hafte to hear the Proof of the o- 
ther Pofitions, not only becaufe they may per- 
haps fupply what is deficient in your Evidence 
of the firfl) but becaufe I think it of more Im- 
portance to detect Corruption than Fiction. 

Though indeed Falfbood is a Species of Cor- 
ruption, and what Falfhood is more hateful 
than the FaKhood of Hiftory. 

Since you have drawn me back. Madam, to 
the firft Queffion, returned the Doctor, Let 
me know what Arguments your Ladyfliip can 
produce for the Veracity of thefe Books. 

That there are many Objection»agaii:>ft it,you 
yourfelf have allowed, and the higheft moral £vi^ 
dence of Fallhood appears when there ara many 
Arguments againft an AiTertion, and none for it. 

Sir, replied Arabella^ I ibaU never think that 
any Narrative, which is not confuted by its own 
Abfurdity, is without one Argument at leaft on 
its Side i there is a Love of Truth in the human 
Mind, if not naturally implanted, fo eafily ob- 
tained from Reafon and Experience, that I 
ihould expect it univerfally to prevail where there 
is no ftrong Temptation to Deceit ; we hate to 
be deceived, we therefore hate thofe that deceive 
us ; we defire not to be hated, and therefore 
know that we are not to deceive. Shew me an 
equal Motive to FaKhood, or confe& that every 
Relation has fome Right to Credit. 

This may be allowed. Madam, faid the Doctor, 
when we claim to be credited, but that feems not 
to be the Hope or Intention of thefe Writers. 

Surely Sir, replied Arabella^ you muft mif- 

take 
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tak^ their Defign ; be that w'rites without In- 
tention to be credited, muft write to little Pur- 
pofe; for what Pfeafurcor Advantage can arife 
from Facts that never happened ? What Exam- 
pies can be afforded by the Patience of thefe* 
who never fuffered, or theChaftity of thofe who 
were never folicited ? The great End of Hifto- ' 
ry, is to Oiew how niach human Nature can en- 
dure er perform. When we hear a Story in 
common Life that rarfes our Wonder or Com- 
paffion, the firft Confutation ftills our Emoti- 
ons, and however wc were touched before, wc 
then chafe it from the Memory with Contempt 
as a Trifle, or with Indignation as an Impofture. 
Prove, therefore, that the Book$ which I have 
hitherto read as Copies* of Li ^e, and Models of 
Conduct, are empty Fictions, and from this 
Hour I deliver them t^ Moths and Mould ; and 
from this Time forward confider their Authors 
as Wretches who cheated me of thofe Hours I 
ought to have dedicated to Application and Im- 
provement, and betrayed me to a Wafte of thofe 
Years in which I might have laid up Know- 
ledge for my future Life. 

Shakefpear^ faid the Doctor, calls juft Re- 
fentment the Cbild of Integrity, and therefDre 
J do not wonder, that what Vehemence the 
Gentlenefs of your Lady (hip's Temper allows, 
fhould be exerted upon this Occafion. Yet 
though I cannot forgive thefe Authors for ha- 
ving deftroyed fo much valuable Time, yet I 
cannot think them intentionally culpable, be- 
caufe I cannot believe they expected to be cre- 
dited. Truth is not always injured by Fiction. 

Aa 
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An admirable * Writei: of our awaTime, has. 
found the Way to coavey the moft foljd In- 
ftructionft, the nobleft Seorimentjs^ and the moft 
exalted Piety, in the pleafing Dreis of a f No- 
v^, and, to ufe the Words of the greateft J 
Qenius in the prcfent Age;, " Has taught the 
" Papons to move ajt tiie Commandof Vir- 
*^ tu^." The Fables of ^/of^^ though never 
I fuppofc? beljcved, yet hayjc been, long confi-^ 
dcred as Lectures, of moral and c^meftic, 
Wifdom, fo weH adapted to the Faculties of 
Man, that they have been.received by ail civi- 
lised Nations; and the yirah themfelves have 
honoured his Tranflator with the Appellation 
^ I/icmon the Wife. 

The f ablfis of; ^fopy faid Arabelhy are a-; 
mQl^gthpfQ of which the Abfurdity difcovers. 
itfclf,: and the; Truth is cpmprifed in the Ap^ 
plication ; but what can. be faid of thofe TaJet. 
which are told wjth the folcmn Air of hiftori- 
cal Truths and if faJfe convey no inftructjoq ? 

That they cannot be defended. Madam, faid, 
th© Doctor, it isi my Purpofe tp prxj(V>e^ and i: tqf 
evince their Falfhood b^ fuiScient to.pijQcujref 
their Baniftment frocinyour LadyChip'^ Clofet, 
their Day of, Grace is, near an Eud. How i» 
any oral, or written Teftimony, confuted or 
confirmed ? 

By comparing it, fays the Lady, with the 
Teftimony of others, or wJth the natural Ef-. 
fects and (landing Evidence of the Facing rela- 
ted, and fometioies by comparing it with \\{^L 

If then your Ladyfcip will abide by thisJaft,. 
returned he[, and compare th^fe Books with; 

antient \

X The A\]k\.Vioi o£ lYit ^m\Aia« 
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antient Hiftories, you will not only find innu- 
merable Names, of which no Mention was 
ever made before, but Perfons who lived in 
difterent Ages, engaged as the Friends or Ri« 
vals of each other. You will perceive that 
your Authors have parcelled out the World at 
Difcretion, ere£led Palaces, and eftabliflied 
Monarchies wherever, the Conveniency of 
their Narrative required them, and fet Kings 
and Queens over imaginary Nations. Nor have 
they confidered themfelves as invefted with lefs 
Authority over the Works of Nature, than the 
Inftitutions c f Men; for they have diftributed 
Mountains and Defarts, Gulphs and Rocks, 
wherever they wanted them, and whenever the 
Courfe of their Story required an Expedient, 
raifed a gloomy Foreft, or overflowed the Re- 
gions with a rapid Stream. 

I fuppofe, iaid Arabella^ you have no Inten- 
tion to deceive me, and fince, if what you have 
aflerted be true, the Caufe is undefenflble, I 
ihall trouble you no longer to argue on this To- 
pic, but defire now to hear why, fuppofing 
them Fi£lions, and intended to be received as 
Fidiiions, you cenfure them as abfurd ? 

The only Excellence of FaUhood, anfwered 
he, Js its Refemblancs to Truth ; as therefore 
any Narrative is more liable to be confuted by 
its Inconfiftency with known Fa£^s, it is at a 
greater Diftance from the Perfection of Fic- 
tion ; for there can be no Difficulty in framing 
a Tale, if we are left at Liberty to invert all 
Hiftory and Nature for our own Conveniency. 
When a Crime is to be concealed, it is eafy 
to cover it with an imaginary Wood, When 
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Virtue is to be rewarded, a Nation with 
a new Name may, without any Ex- 
pence of Inrention, raife her to the Throne. 
When Afiofto was told of the Magnificence of 
bis Palaces, he anfwered, that the Coft of po- 
etical Architecture was very little; and 
jlill lefs is the Coft of Building without Art, 
than without Materials. But their hiftorical 
Failures may be eafily paffed over, when we 
confider their phyfical or philofophical Abfur- 
dities ; to bring Men together from diflerent 
Countries does not (hock with every inherent or 
demonftrablis Abfurdity, and therefore when 
we read only for Amufement, fuch Impropri- 
eties may be born : But who can forbear to 
throw away the Story that gives to one Man 
the Strength of Thoufands ; that puts Life 
or Death in a Smile or a Frown ; that recounts 
Labours and Sufferings to which the Powers 
of Humanity are utterly unequal ; that disfigures 
the whole Appearance of the World, and re- 
prefents every Thing in a Form different from 
that which Experience has (hewn. It is the 
Fault of the beft Fictions, that they teach 
^oung Minds to expect ftrange Adventures 
and fudden Vidffitudes, and therefore encou- 
rage them often to trufl^o Chance. A long 
Life may be pafled without a fingle Occur- 
:rence that can caufe much Surprize, or pro* 
duce any unexpected Confequence of great 
Importance ; the Order of the World is fo 
veftablifhed, that all human Affairs proceed in 
a regular Method, and very little Opportunity 
is left for Sallies or Hazards, for AfFault or 
Refcue ; but the Brave and the Coward, the 

S^ri^tly I 
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Sprightly and the Dull, Aifier themfelves to 
be carried alike down the Stream of Cuftom* 

Arabella^ who had for fome Time liftened 
with a Wi(h to interrupt him, now took 
Advantage of a ihort Paufe. I cannot imagine) 
Sir, faid (he, that you intend to deceive me,> 
and therefore I am incUned to believe that you 
are yourfelf miftaken, and that your Applica* 
tion to Learning has hindered you from that 
Acquaintance with the World, in which thefe 
Authors excdled. I have not long conyeffed 
in Public, yet I have found that-bife is fub* 
jt&. to many Accidents. Do you count my 
late Efcape for nothing ? Is it to be numbered 
among daily and curfory Tranfactions, that a 
Woman flies from a Raviflier into a rapid 
Scream? 

You mud not. Madam, faid the Doctor,. 
urge as an Argument the Fact which is at pre- 
ftnt the Subject of Difpute. 

Arabella blufhing at the Abfurdity (he had 
bisen guilty of, and not atteiinpting any Sub- 
terfuge or Excufe, the Doctor found himfelf 
at Liberty to proceed : 

You muft not ittiagine. Madam, continued 
he^ that I intend to arrogate any Superiority, 
when I obferve that your Ladylbip muft fuffer 
me to decide, in fdme Meafure authoritatively, 
whether Life is truly d^fcribed in thofe Books ; 
the Likenefs of a Picture can only be determin- 
ed by a Knowledge of the Original. You 
have yet had little Opportunity of knowing the 
Ways of Mankind, which cannot be learned 
but from Experience, and of which the higheO: 
Underftanding, andtheloweft, muft enter the 
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World in equal Ignorance. I have lived long 
in a public Charader, and have thought 
it my Duty to ftudy thofe whom I have under- 
taken to admoniih or inftrud. I have never 
been fo rich as to affright Men into Difguife 
and Concealment, nor fo poor as to be icept 
at a Diftance too great for accurate Obferva- 
tion. I therefore prefume to tell your Lady- 
Ihip, with great Confidence, that your Wri- 
ters have inftituted a World of their own, and 
that nothing is more different from a human 
Being, thaft-Hcrocs or Heroines. 

I am afraid. Sir, faid ArahelUj that the 
Difference is not in Favour of the prefent 
World, 

That, Madam, anfwered he, your own Pene- 
tration will enable you to judge when it fhall 
have made you equally acquainted with both : 
I have no Defire to determine a Queftion, the 
Solution of which will give fo little Pleafure to 
Purity and Benevolence. 

The Silence of a Man who loves to praife 
is a Cenfure fufEciently fevere, iaict the Lady. 
May it never happen that you (hould be unwil- 
ling to mention the Name of ArahtUa. I hope 
wherever Corruption prevails in the World, to 
live in it with Virtue, or, if I find myfelf too 
much endanger'd, to retire from it with Inno- 
cence. But if you can fay fo little in Commen- 
dation of Mankind, how will you prove thefe 
Hifiories to be vicious, which if they do not de- 
fcribe real Life, gives us an Idea of a better 
Race of Beings than now inhabit the World. 

It is of little Importance, Madam, replied 
the Dodor, to decide whether in the real or 
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fiftitious Life, moft Wicktdnefs is to be found. 
Books ought to fupply an Antidote to Example, 
and if we retire to a Contemplation of Crimes, 
and continue in our Clofets to inflame our Paf- 
fions, at what time muft we reftify ourWords, 
or purify our Hearts ? The immediate Ten- 
dency of thefe Books which your Ladyfliip 
muft allow me to mention with fome Severity, 
is to give new Fire to the Paflions of Revenge 
and Love ; two Paffions which, even without 
/uch powerful Auxiliaries, it is one of the fe- - 
vereft Labours of Reafon and Piety to fupprefs, . 
and which yet muft be fuppreflfed if we hope to 
be approved in the Sight of the only Being 
whofe Approbation can make us happy. I am 
afraid your Ladyihip will think me too ferious. 
I have already learned too much from you, faid 
ArahelU^ to prefume to inftrud you, yet fufFer 
me to caution you never to diflionour your fa- 
cred Office by the Lowlinefs of Apologies. Then .« 
let me agam obferve, refumed he, that thefe 
Books foften the Heart to Love, and harden it 
to Murder. That they teacn Women to exafl: ; 
Vengeance, and Men to execute it ; teach s 
Women to expeft not only Wor/hip, but the 
dreadful Worfhip of human Sacrifices. Every 
Page of thefe Volumes is fi^Ued with fuch extra- 
vagance of Praife, and expreffions of Obedience • 
as one human Being ought not to hear from 
another; or with Accounts of Battles, in which 
thoufands are flaughtered for no other Purpofe 
than to gain a Smile from the haughty Beauty, 
who fits a calm SpeSatrefs of the Ruin and De- 
foIation> Bloodflied and Mifery, incited by her- - 
felf. 
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It is impoffible to read thefe Tales without 
leflening part of that Humility, which by pre- 
ferving in us a Senfe of our Alliance with all 
Human Nature, keeps us awake toTendernefs 
and Sympathy, or without impairing that Com- 
pafiion which is implanted in us as an Incentive 
to A6\s of Kindnefs. If there be any preferved 
by natural Softnefs, or early Education, from 
learnirjg Pride and Cruelty, they are yet in dan- 
ger of being betrayed to the Vanity of Beauty, 
and taught the Arts of Intrigue. 

Love, Madam, is, you know, the Buflnefs, the 
fole Bufmefs of Ladies in Romances. Arabella's 
Blufhes now hinder'd him from proceeding as he 
had intended. I perceive, continued he, that 
my Arguments begin to be lefs agreeable to 
your Ladyfliip's Delicacy, 1 (ball therefore in- 
fill no lonjger upon falfe Tendernefe of Senti- 
ment, but proceed to thofe Outrages of the 
violent Paifions, which, though not more dan- 
gerous, are more generally hateful. 

It is not neceflary. Sir, interrupted Arabella^ 
that you ftrengthen by any new Proof a Pofition 
which when calmly confidered cannot be denied; 
my Heart yields to the Force of Truth, and I 
now wonder bow the Blaze of Enthufiaftic 
Bravery, could hinder me from remarking 
with Abhorrence the Crime of deliberate un- 
neceflary Bloodfiied. 

I begin to perceive that I have hitherto at 
Jeaft trifled away my Time, and fear that I have 
already made fome Approaches to the Crime of 
encouraging Violence and Revenge. I hope. 
Madam, faid the good Man with Horror in his 
Looks^ that no Life was ever loft by your In- 
cite- 
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citemcnt, Arabella feeing him thus moved, 
burft into Tears, and could not immediately 
anfwer Is it poflible, cried the DoSor, that 
fuch Geiitlenefs and Elegance (hould be ftained 
with Blood ? Be not too hafty in yourCenfure, 
faicj Arabella^ recovering herfelf, I tremble In- 
deed to think how neaiJy I have approached 
the Brink ol Murder, when I thought myfelf 
only confulting my own Glory ; but whatever 
1 fuffer, I Will never more demand or inlijgate 
Vengeance, nor confider my Punflilios as 
important enough to be ballanced againft Life.
